"How does he do it?" By solving

overcome that power of sin. Cul- 
ture only reveals sin. A prominent 
scientist said that he was going to 
cleanse his hands of microbes by 
washing them. 
He said he found 
that washing mereiy brought the 
microbes to the surface. That's like

piece of scratched furniture—every 
scratch sho^vs up more plainly than 
i; did before 
You may have edu- 
cation and money, but these things 
do not bring rest and peace. You 
are going to get these things only 
in the solution of the fact of sin— 
and this is in 
Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. 


God Washes Sin White. 


"You

til you find it by forsaking sin, by 
having your sin covered by the blood 
that was shed on Calvary's cross 
for you, and God says—'I will put 
thy sins behind my back* and I tell 
you my friends, that when God does 
that the devil isn't going to bring 
your sin to light. 
"He says he will remove it as 


far as the east is from the west," 
added the speaker, and he told ,of 
the conversion of a famous German 
mathematician in the 
old 
Water 
Street mission, New York. This man j 
was once asked how far the east 
was from the west. "The man med- 
itated for a, moment 
with that 


mighty mind," said the evangelist 
and then he replied, "that distance 
is as infinite as the love of God.' 


'•That, my friend, is how far God 


will remove your transgression from 
you if this nigh-; you will trust in 
the love and mercy of Jesus Christ. 


Increase in Power. 
"But not only by solving the fact 


of sin, but God give you and me 
rest by increasing our power." The 
speaker emphasized this fact by re- 
lating the parable of the acorn, in 
which the little acorn expressed its 
confidence in growing 
to a great 
tree, by stating that 'God and I caa 
do anything.' 


"It 
isn't, my friends, how much 
strength you have," declared the 
speaker. "God doesn't blame you 
for having done wrong. What God 
blames you for is 
for not letting 


him come into your life, so that you 
could do better. The difference be- 
tween a selfish life and Christ's life 
is between trying to turn the wheels 
of a great factory by hand, or hitch- 
ing them onto a. mighty Corliss en- 
gine and letting the engine furnish 
the power. 


"Oh, my friends, let God come in- 
to your life, and through the added 
power, there is going to come peace. 


"Also, God gives us rest by in- 
stilling into our hearts his own love. 
It is love that lightens life's la- 
bors, that lubricates the joints and 
hinges of life and makes things run 
smooth and easy. 
Friends, when 


you get the love of Jesus in your 
heart you will labor, not from a 
sense of duty or a sense of slavery 
—but labor will be a labor of love, 
and where love is there is going to 
be rest."' 


Dr. Lyon told his audience the 
story of George Mathewson, whose 
engagement to a girl was broken 
because of his impending blindness. 
His love for Christ was unbroken, 
however, and he wrote in his hour 
of trial, that greatest of all hymns, 
"Oh, Love That Will Not Let Me 
Go " "It was in that love of Jesus, 
in the midst of his disappointment 
and difficult}-, and his burden and 
agony that Mathewson found rest. 


The Way is Easy. 


"Friends, how are you and I to 
get rest. Jesus tells us "Come unto 
Me.' He says, 'Come to Jesus.' He 
dosen't ask us to do to, any theolog- 
ical discourse or theological doc- 
trine, or even to a religious organi- 
zation to go to any creed or even to 
a churcu—he don't ask us to ac- 
cept this system of ethics or phil- 
osophy, but to come to Himself, to 
make the connection personal be- 
tween yourself and Jesus, the Son 
of God. And I care not who you 
are, if tonight you will 
come to 
Jesus, vou are going to find that 
rest. You cannot find it in infidel- 
ity. 


"The end of life is going to come 


sooner than you think. 
Friends, 
sooner than vou think the hearse is 
going to back up at your door, and 
your body, or the 
body of some 


dear one, is going to be carried 
to 
that hearse, and that little proces- 
sion is sroing to wend its 
wav to 
that hillside graveyard. In ~ that 
hour of sorrow, in what are vou go- 
ing to trust? Money? It can't bring: 
yon rest," said the evangelist, as he 
told of a wealthy couple, atheists, 
who in the hour of their daughter's 
death, sat absolutely crushed, with 
nothing to give them hope. 
"Friends in that hour of suffer- 


ing and temptation and trial and 
death that is going to come to all 
of us., without Jesus Christ you nre 
absolutely helpless and hopess. eter- 
nally lost! 


"Mark the contrast of this family 


with another case." the sneaker con- 
cluded.
